1. This Office Action is the answer to the amendment 
received on 6/03/2004. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 21-40 are pending in this application (new 
claims 29-40 are recently added) . 

Res trie t ion 

3. After reviewing the pending application, the election 
to one of the following inventions is deemed necessary 
because a subject matter of new claims 29-40 (submitted by 
attorney Gary Pierce) were restricted previously (attorney 
A. John Pate withdrew similar subject matter representing 
claims 1-20 on 11/10/2003 without traverse) . The delay of 
this requirement is regretted by the examiner of the record. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 21-28 are drawn to a method for extracting 
information from the Internet, classified in US class 345, 
subclass 708. 

II. Claims 2 9-40 are drawn to a method providing a 
comparison of information in the Internet, classified in 
class 705, subclass 26. 

4. The inventions (group I and group II) are distinct, 
each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are merely related to 
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using the information from the Internet; however, a step of 
extracting information are not necessarily including a step 
of comparison information (e.g., merely extracting all US 
Patents' inventors; or extracting all US Patent's assignee 
from the Internet for a statistic table) .
